la connection with the thorough and careful appraisement of the 
technical aohievment of certain countries it hat been found that 
availability and language difficulties are an Impediment, especially 
in the case of Russian material. 

Mutual discussions between the Chief of the Scientific Branch 
of QBE, personnel In the Research and Development Board, experts at 
the Library of Congress on Slavic literature, and technical editors 
of such periodicals as Chemical Abstracts, has developed the following 
Information. 

1« This country receives through various channels nearly 
100£ of the published and distributed material which is freely 
circulated In Russia. 

2* The technical literature is veil covered in so far as 
receipt and in the field of chemistry is well abstracted in 
Chemical Abstracts. 

3. The coverage in other physical sciences in abstract 
journals (particularly Science Abstracts) is fair. 

4. The coverage in other technical fields in abstract 
journals is poor* 

5. lit part this failure to adequately cover in abstract 
Journals is a lack of knowledge as to the existence of the 
article. 

It is proposed that there should be issued a list of psriodicals 
received from Russia with titles and authors of articles translated into 
English. An example of such a list is attached. (Enclosure A) 

At the present time abstracting of Russian articles is being done 
by tbs Office of Operations bssed on broad subject requests and a re* 
lianas on the translator as to whether the article is of concern with 
the required subject. Many of the articles that are abstracted are alee 
available ae unclassified abstracts in published magasines and have been 
made by translators who are scientists. 
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
